Knows Nothing of Son’s Death. 

Mrs. Allen also died in ignorance of the 
death of her other son, Charlee W. Allen, 
who recently was crushed to death on the 
pavement beneath a window of the Palmer 
house, from which he had fallen. Charles, 
Who was older, had intervened between 
Nathan and the Jenkins woman. He had 
fought. with Nathan for monthe to break off 
all communication with her. He-succeeded 
only’ when Attorney W. 8. Forrest per- 
suaded the government to accept the. pay- 
ment of a $12,000 forfeit without further pub- 
Heity. Later the $100,000 in excess duties was 
paid, almost at the time Mrs. Allen lapsed 
into unconsciousness.

The physician's report was the last smash- 
ing blow to the drug dream story of Frankie 
Ford, former inmate of the resort, who de- 
clared Messmaker’s death was due to the

The finding also corroborates the state- 
ments of a half dosen witnesses who have 
sworn they believed that Messmaker’s deat): 
an dthat of Esther Harrison was due to in- 
jections of morphine made by thé Ford 
woman. | 

The physician, acting upon the woman’s 
information, first analyzed Messmaker’s body 
to see if choral, the drug usually used for 
“knockout drops,“ was present. He failed 
to find any traces. Then he tested for mor 
phine and found it in quantities sufficient to 
cause death. 

**T shall question the Ford woman again,“ 
Coroner Hoffman said after he received the 
report. “I want to confront her with the 
statements of other witnesses we have found 
and see if she doesn't want to change her 


story.

Wardens S ay 7 0 Treatment 
Will Obviute Prison Disorder. 


The Tribune sent to wardens of the various state penitentiaries the following message 
“As you probably know, convicts at Michigen state penitentiary mutinied a weck ago, 
protesting against prison management, asking for gn increase in wages from ten cents to 


fifteen cents a day, and complaining against food given them. 


Prison authorities were unable 


to quell riots and it was necessary to enlist the services of state troops. 

Non yon be good enough to wire Tribune’ what method you would pursue to straighten 
out a similar situation in your institution, what steps you would take to quell a riot, 
how you would prevent repetitions of any, mutiny that might occur, and what methods 


you would adopt in punishing mutincers. 


The following additional replies have been received; 


Botse, Idahu, Sept. 11.—( Editor of 
The Tribune.)—Replying to your 
telegram as to what method I would 
adopt in case of a prison riot, will 
say that about thirty prisoners start- 
ed a riot in the dining room of the 
Idaho penitentiary this spring. All 
the prisoners were locked in their 
cells, the rioters were segregated 
and isolated in solitary confinement 
on bread and water for fifteen days, 
since which time they have been con- 
fined in their cells and not allowed 
the privilege of the dining room or 
prison yards, and at all times are 
kept from coming in contact with the 
other prisoners. Idaho laws prohibit 
any punishment being inflicted on a 
prisoner except solitary confinement 
on bread and water or a ball and 
chain attached to one leg. I would 
use whatever force circumstances re- 
quired to quell a riot.

THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


medical inspection of schools to 
the section of preventive medicine 
of oe American Medical associa- 
gives the following as the 
work of * school nurse: 

School nurses are assistants to the 
staff. Their field work is essentially 
as follows: 

To assist members of the staff in 
the skilled examination of pupils and 
otherwise as assistance is needed. 

To assist teachers in making pre- 
liminary surveys of their pupils and 
in giving initial examinations, notify- 
ing parents of essential needs of pu- 
pils, ete. 

Visiting parents and in all justi- 
fable ways establishing effective co 
operation between home and school. 

Further, the function of the school 
nurse is that of the social educator in 
the field of hygiene. As such the 
work of the school nurse is one of 
high order. 

The staff of experts, the teach- 
ing force of the schools and school 
nurses, working from the standpoint 
of education, form an educational 
corps to secure the effective codper- 
ation of home, school, and school 
authorities in meeting the require 
ments of the physical and mental 
health and growth of pupils. When 
educational means fail the law must 
remedy instances of neglect of health 
and growth of children.

When a physical examination has beea 
made and the parents have been told 
what should be done, but a small part 


ot the work has been accomplished. 


Cornell's experience is that only a small 
percentage of the parents will accept the 
advice given. The percentage will vary 
according te the neighborhood. Some 
neighborhoods take care of the children 
better than others. Some inspectors 
are much more successful in getting wey 
done than others. 

The nurse goes to the home, gets hold 
of the parent, talks over the whole mat- 
ter and, ofttimes, takes the child to the 
hospital, dispensary, or physician. Some 
nurses cam persmade every parent to 
have his child cared for; others are less 
successful, 

I understand that at the present time 
the Chicago schoo! nurses have stopped 
certain of these activities. The parents 
should insist that the children have the 
same grade and kind of service as given 
by nurses in cities.

OUGH the death of Sir Bdmund de 
la Pole and the succession of his 
brother, Frederick, a confirmed bache- 
lor in the neighborhood of 70, Gen, 
Sir Reginald Pole-Carew (whose name 

ie pronounced Pool-Carey), becomes next 
heir to the ancient baronetcy of De la Pole 
of Shute and to the Shute house estate, near 
Axminster in Devonshire. 

The general is celebrated as the best look- 
ing man of his rank in the army, while his 
wife, Lady Beatrice Pole-Carew, eldest 
daughter of the Marquis of Ormonde, com- 
mander of the Royal Lacht squadron, is fa- 
mous for her beauty in addition to which she 
possesses by inheritance from her grand 
uncle, Lord Lismore, an independent in- 
come of $100,000 and a fine old place in 
Tipperary, known as Shanbadiy castle. 

One of the generals sisters, Caroline, mar- 
ried some years ago an American, the late 
Francis William Loring of Boston. 

Contrary to what has been stated the fam- 
ily of De la Pole, while ancient, has no con- 
nection with the De la Poles, who in the 
middle ages were dukes of Suffolk, who were 
closely allied to the Plantagenets, and who 
furnished a prince to the church in the per- 
son of Cardinal Pole, that able legate to 
„Bloody Mary's court, the wise and pa- 
cific counsels of whom were unfortunately 
overborne by those of Philip of Spain. 

Antony, Sir Reginald’s own palace in Dev- 
onshire, which dates from the reign of George 
I., is perched up among the wooded heights 
of the tidal river Lynher, which runs into 
Plymouth sound. 

Among the treasures ot the house is a glass 
case bearing the inscription, “ Queen Elisa- 
beth’s Present to the Children of Richard 
Carew of Antony, 1688.“ and containing a 
number of silver toys, tiny cups, spoons, Sau- 
cers, candlesticks, etc. 

Richard Carew was a godson of the virgin 
queen, and the portrait of herself, which she 
presented to him, hangs in the great dining 
room. 

Antony comes to the general through the 
female line, for Sir John Carew of Antony 
left no sons, but only daughters, the eldest 
of whom, Jane Carew, inherited the estates, 
and bequeathed them to her grandson, Res- 
inald Pole, on condition that he should as- 
sume the name and arms of her family in 
addition to his own. 
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The Carews of Haccombe enjoy, as such, 
exemption from ali taxation and duties by 
virtue of a royal warrant to John Carew, who 
was commander of the army sent to Italy 
by Henry VIII. and his ally Francis I. of 
France to rescue Pope Clement VII. from 
the prison into which he had been cast by 
Emperor Charles V. 

Adjoining the old manor is an equally an- 
cient church, singularly decorated; for Sir 
Nicholas Carew, who flourished in. Henry 
VL’s reign, managed to win his bride, a 
daughter of Sir Hugh Courtenay, by means 
of a wager that he would swim his horse a 
mile out to sea in Torbay, where the tides 
are strong, and back again. 

In ‘memory of this feat he nailed the four 
iron shoes of the horse to the door of the 
church, and two of them remain in place to 
this day, together with the rusted remnants 
of the other pair, attached to the good piece 
of oak Where: they were set 500 years ago,

For many months the chase went on, ex- 
tending from the Abyssinian frontier right 
across the dark continent to the Belgian 
Congo, the pursuers eventually overtaking 
Rogers and endeavoring vainly to save his 
life by cutting out the bullet from his wound. 

The officer in question, Capt. Charies Vin- 
cent Fox, is an Irishman, who, after join- 
ing the Grenadier guards as a subaltern, 
won the diamond and the Wingfield sculls 
on the Thames at Henley, a double honor 
that has rarely fallen to an amateur. He 
also won the middleweight officers’ boxing 
championship of the army, and in 19007 played 


three-quarterback on the London Irish foot-. 


ball team. 

In 1008 he was attached to the Egyptian 
army as inspector of the Mongalla province 
of the Sudan, and as such “undertook the 
pursuit of Rogers. 

His elder brother won the Victoria Cross 
by heroism under fire in southern Nigeria, 
while another brother, who was killed at Om- 
durman, had captained the Dublin University 
Boat club.

Into this discus- 
gion comes Dr. Loeb with his offering. By 
placing the unfertilized ova of lower forms of

> working on the finer histology of the ovum, 
with Loeb working on its chemistry, with un- 
other group working on its sociology of hered- 
ity. and still another on experimental biology, 
the science of eugenics is in a fair way to 
evolve something. Dr. Loeb’s work on “ The 
Mechanistic Conception of Life is a series of 
ten essays delivered before different audiences. 
Therefore there is a good deal of repetition and 
unnecessary reiteration. In them he tells in de- 
tail the, methods employed and the results 
achieved in his experimental work. The text 
can be easily understood by a university com- 
munity, by men and women with a good basic 
education, but specializing in other things than 
experimental biology and chemistry. It 18 de- 
tailed enough to be followed by teachers of 
biology in giving work to students in acade- 
mies, colleges, and universities. The reviewer 
has just read two works on metaphysics—books 
which draw on physics for support of meta- 
physics. Having witnessed the workings of 
those mental machines, it is refreshing to con- 
template the wonderful exactitude, clearness, 
honesty, and unanswerable logic of Dr. Loeb.

“OUR. BABY" (Appleton’s), by Dr. R 9.

I think this can be. said of the state- 
ments in this book. The second, that it should 
show a proper sense of proportions—in other 
words, good judgment in the treatment of dif- 
ferent subjects. In the main, I think this is 
true of Dr. Clock’s book. However, it would 
have been better had it gone into more detail 
and put more emphasis on breast feeding, hot 
weather care, and contagion. The third 
requisite is that its text should be simple, cas- 
fly understandable, and nontechnical. This it is. 

The response to the awakened health con- 
science has been such an array Of books on 
hygiene that it seems strange that more on 
the subject of mouth hygiene has not appeared. 
Dr. Marshall's experience as a practicing den- 
tist in private ite, as a dental teacher, and as 
a dental surgeon in the army qualifies him to 
write on the subject.

He bases a 
good deal of his speculation on physical phe- 
nomena and especially on histologic and physi- 
ologic phenomena in the human body. To one 
acquainted with histology, physiology, and mod- 
erately acquainted with physics these founda- 
tions seem insecure. The use of them weakens 
faith in the speculation. So frequently has it 
happened that the discovery of some new 
physical fact is grabbed up as proving some 
new supraphysical theory only to have further 
study show that the discovery, so far from 
disproving physical law, but emphasizes it the 
more. Nothing in this book adds anything of 
value to the Bible story of the soul and its life 
after death.

When Mazarakis arrived at Myriophyton on 
the day of the earthquake he found his father 
dying and his brother and sister with their 
limbs broken. It was only after two days of 
searching that he was able to find them, 80 
terror stricken were the surviving inhabitants 
of the town and surrounding country. The resi- 
dents of this district are described as a hard 
Working, thrifty lot, and about 500 of them 
were killed in the earthquake. 


The chief Mazarakis factory was engaged in 
the exporting fruit trade and is said to be the 
largest in that section. The other is a small 
rug factory recently completed. It was estab- 
lished by the Chicago janitor after he had vis- 
ited this country. His father previously had 
engaged in the business in a small way.

Dr. Sun 30,000 taels ($20,000) monthly to pro- 
mote his scheme of railways, and the pro- 
Visional assembly is expected to agree. Dr.

government property.

President Yuan has invited each provincial 
Governor to send three representatives tos 
conference to be held at Peking, hoping to 
persuade them of the necessity of a strong 
central government, the interprovincial ties 
now being insecure. 

The president’s powers of persuasion are 
remarkable. Men come to Peking his ene- 
mies and depart loyalists. 


_ Guarantees Additional Money. 

The $50 000,000 loan which has just beep 
negotiated -with Lioyds bank at London is 
agitating Peking. The representative of the 
bank here says it is merely a preliminary . 
loan, and all funds necessary for the 
reorganization of China finances will be 
forthcoming. 

There is much skepticism, however, with 
regard to the ultimate success of this step. 
The opinion is expressed that if it is suc- 
cessful the six nation group of bankers will 
be broken up. Their counteraction is awaited 
with interest. 


INQUIRE INTO $50,000,000 LOAN. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.— The state 
department received word. from American 
Minister Calhoun at Peking today that the 
reported $50,000,000 loan was being investi- 
gated by the foreign minsters there. 

It was inferred at the state department 
that the conditions in the contract must 
bri it. within the broad terme which the 
six have laid Gown as essential to the 
conclusion of any loan to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. 

All of these powers have definitely agreed 
that they would not themselves adVance 
any money to China except upon provision 
for a careful supervision of its expenditure.

©“ LONDON, Sept. 11.—One of the principals 
concerned in the Chinese loan said today that 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen's railway project had no 
eonnection with the loan. He pointed out 
that plans cf such a magnitude could scarce- 
ly be entertained by any group of business 
men at the present time. 

Referring te the scheme for the establish- 
ment. of a bank mentioned in the dispatch 
from Peking, he stated that some such in- 
stitution would probably be estabitghea 
sooner or later, but that it formed no part 
of the * agreement.

CRITICISES 3 PARTIES. 
Chicagoan Thinks Confidential 
Relations with Customers 
Are Sacred. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 11.—A repſy to the crit- 


les of banks and bankers was made today by 
George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 


tinental and Commercial National bank of 
Chicago, in his address before the American 
Bankers’. association convention on The 
Money. Trust Inquiry,” 

Mr. Reynolds found fault with the national 
platforms: of the three larger political par- 


tles because, | he said, they falled to help 


provide a proper system of banking and 
ourrency. * 
Extend All Aid Possible. 
Speaking of the criticism heaped upon 


bankers after the last panic:he said: 

„1 am gurprised that any student of the 
subject should pretend to believe that the 
banks in times of stress willfully withhold 
from the public the use of such credit and 
money as it is possible for them under ex- 
isting conditions and in accordance with the 
law to supply. Self-interest alone would 
not permit of their doing this, for no profit 
can accrue to a bank where an excess of 
reserve accumulates. : 

„Furthermore, the law of competition 
would not permit it, for in these days when 
it is the universal practice for banks to ex- 
tend credit in proportion to the balance which 
@ customer carries with the bank subject to 
his check the banker knows full well that 
if he falls to meet the legitimate require- 
ments of such customer it will result in the 
loss of that acoount, which, under the law of 
competition, will go to his neighbor, who will 
extend credit against such balances. There- 
fore self-interest prompts the banker to do 
his utmost to serve the public under these 
conditions.” 

Need of Currency Reform. 

In regard to the need of currency reforms, 
Mr. Reynolds said: 

“The failure of those prominent in shap- 
ing the policies of the great political parties 
to inspire in the members of those parties a 
patriotic desire to consider this and other 
great national questions honestly and fairly, 
on their merits, without respect as to whether 
or not it will make or lose votes for their 
party candidates, is causing a great deal of 
industrial and social unrest. 

“If the time and thought given by some 
to the promoting of class prejudice and 
hatred could be devoted by them to an effort 
to promote qualities of mind and heart that 
would refiect fair treatment, justice, and 
equity, much of the contention which is now 
so prevalent would be dissipated. 

Being more or less optimistic by nature, 
and trying at al! times to believe that what 
ie may be for the best in the long run, I see 
in these contentions and differences of opin- 
fon upon this and other questions, this les- 
son~viz.: the necessity for a careful study of 
all of our nationa! questions with open, un- 
prejudiced minds, in the hope that we may 
become factors in the creation of a public 
sentiment which will tend to insure their 
settlement along wise and just lines and re- 
sult in the greatest good to the greatest 
number.“ 


Some Information Sacred. 

Referring more closely to his main topic 
the speaker said: 

“TI do not believe the bankers of the coun- 
try will enter the slightest objection to the 
making Of a comprehensive investigation of 
the banks by those charged by the house with 
that responsibility, so long as such investi- 
gation. does not require them to disclose to 
the public the confidential relations existing 
between themselves and their customers, the 
divulgence of which might greatly embarrass 
the customer and thereby do serious injury 
to the banks. In my opinion the banks should, 
and I believe they would, to the limit of 
their ability to do so, decline to make this in- 
formation public. 

“If a banker can be forced to disclose a 
confidential relationship between his bank 
and its customer it would require but a 
short step further to capitalize for the grati- 
fication of prejudice the confidence between 
the attorney and his client, as well as the 
secrets of the confessional.
